The voters of Coffee county 
turned thumbs down by more 
than a 3 to 1 majority on the 
proposed gmendment to build 
new state prisons in the spe- 
cial election Tuesday, last week. 

The official canvass by the 
county canvassing board Thurs 
day, last week, showed that 
Coffee county voters favored 
all but five of the 45 proposed 
amendments. 

The heaviest nay vote was 
1,350 to 406 on the prison bonds 
amendment, and there was 377

ment. t 

There was a 360 yes and 382 
no vote to authorize additional 
taxes for development of 
Greene county and 365 yes and 
876 no on a similar proposal 
for Lawrence couxty, while 
there was 329 yes and 408 no 
vote to qguthorize pensions for 
retired employes of Mobile 
county. The vote was 518 yes* 
and 755 no on a proposal to re- 
quire the state fo furnish bond 
in condemnation proceedings: 
for new state roads and other 
state projects.

COFFEE COUNTY 
SOIL NEWS- 


BY L. 


Fred B. Johnson, of Elba, has 
completed a water disposal 
system on his farm near Dan- 
ley Cross Roads, The system in 
cludes 14,110 linear feet of par- 
allel terraces, one acre of wa- 
terways and 0.5 acres of field 
borders, 

Mr. Johnson planted bahia 
grass, ryegrass and oats in the 
waterways, The ryegrass and 
oats serving as a nurse crop to 
help hold the soil and to help 
control the run-off water from 
the terraces until the bahia 
grass becomes established, The 
field borders are already estab- 
lished in bahia grass. These 
practices are a part of his Con- 
servation Farm Plan in cooper- 
ation with the Coffee County 
Soil Conservation District. 

J. P. Marsh of the Brooklyn 
community, is looking ahead in 
his cattle program. He has re- 
cently overseeded 37 acres of 
bahia grass pasture with a mix- 
ture of oats and rye, After 
breaking the bahia grass sod, 
one bushel of rye and two bus- 
hels of oats were seeded per ge- 
re, At the same 500 Ibs. of 0-14- 
14 fertilizer was applied per 
acre. The seed and fertilizer 
was cut into the soil by discing 
heavily with a disc-harrow. The 
small grain will be tovnseeded 
with 100 lbs. of Ammonium Ni- 
trate per acre as soon as it is 
up to a stand. This will furnish 
supplemental grassing for live- 
stock on the farm. 

Mr. Marsh also plans to ter- 
race 27 acres of row crepland 
on his farm near Perry’s Store. 
Soil Conservation Service Per- 
sonnei will assist in making the 
necessary surveys to complete 
this work.

Get Refund To 
Average $10.50 


Andalusia — Most members 
of Covington Electric Coopera- 
tive will receive a spevial 
“Christmas gift” from their Co 
operative this week, it. the form 
of a patronage capital refund 
check, 

Some 9,000 checks, totaling 
$105,000, were placed in the 
mail over the week end, one for 
each residential and commer- 
cial consumer receiving electric 
service during 1960. 

The refund will amouNX to 
10.27 per cent of the total 
Which each member paid the 
Cooperative for his electric ser- 
vice during 1960. 

Averages $10.56 

For the “average” residential 
consumer, the refund will be 
approximately $10.50. However, 
the actual total refunded in 
each case will depend upon the 
amount of electricity used by 
the member during 1959. 

Covington Electric is a non- 
profit organization, providing 
electric servce to its members 
at cost. Its by-laws require it to 
establish and maintain certain 
reserves to assure the financial 
security of the Cooperative, and 
its ability to repay its loan ob- 
ligations to the Rural Electri 
fication Administration (REA). 

Sound Growth 

The patronage refund, first 
to be made by Covington Elec- 
tric, was made possible by the 
sound growth of Covington E- 
lectric over the past few years. 
Authorized by the Board of 
Trustees in May of this year, it 
was announced for the _ first 
time at the annual members 
meeting in August. 

J. L. Bryant, Covington Elec- 
trie President, said: 

“We are delighted that Cov- 
ington Electric Cooperative is 
in position to make a patronage 
capital refund of $105,000 this 
year. We hope, and feel, that 
similar refunds can be made 
from time to time in future 
years. 

Rates Increased 

“This refund demonstrates 
what can be accomplished 
when people work together. It 
is especially significant in view 
of the fact that Covington E- 
lectric’s power rates have not 
been increased over those in ef_ 
fect 17 years ago when the Co- 
operative began operations, de. 
spite the tremendous inflation_ 
ary trend of recent years. 

“We would certainly like to 
express appreciation to ali the 
members for their cooperation 
and support over the years, to 
the management and personnel 
and to all others who have 
contributed in many ways in 
the growth of the Cooperative.” 

Covington Electric began o- 
perations in late 1944. At that 
time, less than four (4) per 
cent of the farms in the area 
presently served had electricity 
available. 

Today, electricity is available 
to everyone desiring service. 
Presently, Covington Electric 
serves more than 9,800 consum- 
ers ,most of whom are rurai, in 
Covington, Coffee, Crenshaw, 
and Geneva counties.

Gains Speed 

May was entering Elbx on 
Highway 84 at 10 a.m. when the 
brakes failed on Brunson Hill 
and began to gain speed until, 
by the time it had crossed the 
Pea River bridge, its speed was 
estimated by witnesses at 40 
miles a nhour.
